A MEDAL OF HONOR MAN. 


A Medal of Honor Man writes to 
the New York Herald a letter which 
is one of the most remarkable human 
documents published in this country 
in a long time. 
The Congressional Medal of Honor 
is, as The Herald says, “the most spar­ 
ingly bestowed military decoration in 
the world,” only 78 of these medals 
having been given in the great war. 
The Herald estimate* that there are 
probably not more than fifty Medal 
of Honor men living today. 
Some one ought to make an investi­ 
gation to determine just what each of 
these Medal of Honor men is doing 
today, just what has been his place 
among his countrymen since the great 
war ended. 
Here is the story of one of them, as 
he himself tells it, in a letter to The 
Herald: 
To the New York Herald: At pres­ 
ent I am not doing very much on ac­ 
count oi not being well. I have been 
sick#about two months, owing to lungs, 
heart and nerves. 
I have been working on a farm as 
a hired man, drawing from $45 to $55 
a month. 
I first worked for a German, with 
whom I did not get along very well. 
When the 
legion 
convention was 
held at Cleveland \ was invited and 
went. They treated me fine. I never 
had a better time in my life. 
I worked for Mr. Heckman until 
March lr He treated me fine and is 
doing all he can to help me now. 
I 
worked for the man whose place I am 
now on until two months ago. 
I applied for compensation last Oc­ 
tober. 
The last I heard was yester­ 
day, when a notice came saying my 
claim was not allowed because the 
“evidence was insufficient to connect 
disability with service.” 
What more evidence do they need 
than these facts: 
I enlisted when IS and spent two 
years iii service, including a year in 
France with the Thirty-third division. 
We were at Verdun, Albert, St. Mihiel, 
the Somme offensive, 
Villers, Bret- 
tenaux, Maryville, St. Hilaire and in 
the army of occupation. 
We were in 
the Meuse-Argonne for twenty days. 
Here men were carried out one after 
another from being gassed. Our only 
water was a spring where a big mus­ 
tard gas shell had exploded. The wa­ 
ter when you drank it burned all the 
way down. 
I have been able to keep on top with 
the help of my folks and my wife’s. 
We have a baby 
girl 
nearly two 
months old. 
I would like to farm myself, but 
without good health and money it 
would be pretty hard. 
My captain, John Baker, of Chica­ 
go, said, “Sergeant, I always consider­ 
ed you one of the most dependable, re­ 
liable and competent sergeants that I 
had.” 
I have been through two years of 
high school and 
would like to have 
taken some kind of training, but I 
guess I am out of luck for a while. So

THE TUBERCULOUS IMMIGRANT. . , iril° a lew post s for the pm pose of 
It would be a catastrophe if the

should be halted or slowed down as a 
result oi large influxes of tuberculous 
immigrants from foreign lands. 
De­ 
spite the new 
restrictions 
on immi­ 
gration, there seems to be some dan­ 
ger of this, judging from 
what has 
been said at the seventeenth annual 
meeting of the National Tuberculosis 
Association in New York City. 
Sev­ 
eral speakers pointed out the large in­ 
crease in tuberculosis in practically all 
European countries due to the war. In 
some parts of Europe the percentage 
of tuberculosis has quadrupled, and it 
was the sense of the meeting that in 
view of these facts the number of tu­ 
berculous immigrants is lkely to in­ 
crease for a certain period. 
The association recommended, as a 
means of guarding against this dan­ 
ger, the stationing of special examin­ 
ers trained for the detection of tuber­ 
culosis at all ports of debarkation, and 
it urged that the United States Public 
Health Service be charged with this 
duty. It also pointed out the need of 
greater care on the part of the steam­ 
ship companies in accepting immi­ 
grants coming from regions where the 
disease is prevalent. 
How much may be at stake in this 
matter is realized the more 
clearly 
when one notes the confident declara­ 
tion of 
Dr. James Alexander Miller, 
president of the association, that un­ 
less some fatal setback is encountered 
the end of tuberculosis in the United 
States is in sight. “We can see the be­ 
ginning of the end of tuberculosis in 
this country,” Dr. Miller declared. No 
man can measure what that will mean 
to human happiness, and its coming 
muse not be delayed, through neglect 
by even a single year.
